Scores of Georgians will 
busy themselves today clear- 
ing up debris, replacing 
broken windows and repair- 
ing other damage caused by 
unusually high winds. 

Late yesterday the State 
braced for winds of possible 
hurricane force or tomnado 
conditions. Winds as high as 
74 miles per hour uprooted 
trees, injured four people and 
caused considerable damage 
to power lines and transporta- 
tion. 

Alarmed by the storm reports, 
frantic phone calls kept The Con- 
stitution’s telephone lines tied up 
most of the afternoon. 

The Atlanta Weather Bureau re 
ported gusts as high as 65 miles

Tomorrow will be fair 
and mild. No rain. Expected 
high today, 66, after a low of 
50 this morning.

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Is An Investment— 
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The FPC Has Dilly-Dallied Too Long 


For many, many months now the Fed- 
eral Power Commission has had under 
consideration applications for supplying 
natural gas to some 30 cities and towns 
in South Georgia. 

In fact, one application was filed with 
the Commission in 1947. 

Hearings have been held in Washing- 
ton. Rehearings were held in South Geor- 
gia and North Florida. A tentative report 
was issued and subsequently recalled. 

Today, South Georgians throw up their 
hands in despair and wearily concede 
prospects for natural gas are no brighter 
than they were four years ago. 

Natural gas is the cheap, abundant fuel 
South Georgia sorely needs to encourage 
the location of industries and to speed the 
growth of those already there. More in- 
- dustry means more jobs to provide a bal- 
ance to the area’s agriculture. 


A Good Job All Around 


Following the recent crackdown on 
sale of liquor in dry counties by distrib- 
utors in the State, there have been recur- 
ring reports of wholesale shipments of 
illegal liquor into Georgia by out-of-State 
interests. 


The State Revenue Commissioner and 
his agents were not, as yesterday’s devel- 
opments revealed, nodding on the job. 
They quietly have been gathering infor- 
mation and, just as quietly, arresting key 
“front men” within the State. 


Knowing full well that proceedings 


With coal having priced itself out of 
the competitive market, thousands of 
homeowners would benefit, too, from nat- 
ural gas. 

Every day’s delay is a costly inconven- 
ience for citizens and industries in Bain- 
bridge, Thomasville, Albany, Dawson, St. 
Marys, Douglas, Eastman, Savannah, Ash- 
burn, Lyons, and a score of other cities 
and towns in the southern half of the 
State. 

Applications for furnishing natural gas 
have been in the hands of the Commission 
long enough for any group—even a Gov- 
ernment bureau—to make up its mind one 
way or another. The Commission ought to 
approve one of the applications or disap- 
prove both without further dilly-dallying. 

South Georgia needs natural gas. There 
is no excuse for more agonizing and ex- 
pensive delay. Let the Commission act. 


against local representatives would not 
affect the source, the Commissioner and 
his agents wisely waited until they had 
sufficient information to act against those 
believed to be in direct charge of the op- 
eration. The result was the Federal Court 
suit, filed yesterday, demanding $400,000 
in taxes and warehouse fees due for illegal ' 
liquor allegedly shipped into Georgia by 
a Cairo, IIl., distributor. 

Commissioner Charles Redwine and his 
agents deserve congratulations. It was a 
good job all around and the taxpaying 
citizens of Georgia will benefit. 


Mr. Lilienthal’s Well-Founded Fear 


David Lilienthal has been closer than 
any other person to the development of 
super weapons. As Chairman of the 
Atomic Energy Commission from the time 
it was formed after the war until a few 
weeks ago he saw the atomic bomb great- 
ly improved and its likely successor, the 
hydrogen bomb, become a practical possi- 
bility. : 

Mr. Lilienthal deplores the A-bomb 
and H-bomb hysteria that is developing 
all over the country. Moreover, he is afraid 
the morbid fear engendered by this hys- 
teria eventually may backfire and bring 
about demands for appeasement of Russia. 

That would be tragic. 

But we do not think Mr. Lilienthal 
overestimates the danger. 

There is no exaggerating to what 
lengths fear, and particularly fear fed by 
those in high places, can bring. Mr. Lilien- 
thal aptly pointed to theappeasement of 
Hitler by Britain as an example of what 
a normally level-headed people may do 
when stampeded by fear. 

Already there have been demands that

this country seek another conference with 
Russia looking toward “settlement” of our 
difficulties. And one member of Congress 
has suggested a $50,000,000,000 spending 
program, of which Russia would get a 
share, in the elusive hope it would con- 
tribute to peace. 

Witch-hunts by publicity-seeking Con- 
gressmen don’t help, either. It seems to 
us the interests of the Government and 
the people would better be served if Con- 


‘gressmen who think they have informa- 


tion on questionable officials or employees 
would quietly turn it over to the FBI. The 
Kleig lights, microphones, grinding cam- 
eras, blinding flashbulbs, and scribbling 
reporters that mark the current “investi- 
gation” would be more suitable as the set- 
ting for a Cecil B. DeMille movie spectacle 
than for a court of inquiry. 

Mr. Lilienthal thinks more facts on 
atomic energy would do much to counter- 
act the rising fear. Certainly he is in posi- 
tion to know. Greater responsibility on 
the part of our elected officials would be 


a soothing influence, too. A 


The Sound Basis of Prosperity 


WASHINGTON—Ample evidence of the sound basis of prosperity being enjoyed by American 
business is to be found in the latest private surveys of corporate earnings and resources. The com- 
posite picture presented leaves little room for anything but the highest optimism. 


Two such surveys have recently been made 
by two of the nation’s leading business publica- 
tions, one by the Wall Street Journal and the 
other by the United States News & World Report. 
What they show should be enough to make an 
optimist out of the most confirmed pessimist. 
Strangely enough there are a few of the latter 
breed in the land, despite the unprecedented 
gains piled up by business as a whole during 
the past four and a half prosperous postwar 

ears. 
. Take the report of the United States News 
& World Report first, for example, as published 
in its: March 24 edition. Here is what it finds: 


“American corporations, as a group, are 
rolling in money. In four postwar years 
they have invested $60,000,000,000 in new 
plant and equipment; they have increased 
other assets by $11,000,000,000; they have 
added $21,000,000,000 to reserves for de- 
preciation, and they still have $40,000,000 in 
eash and Government bonds on hand.” 


The contrasting picture is that in 1929, dur- 
ing one of the greatest previous booms in United 
States history, corporations held only $10,900, 
000,000 in liquid assets; that is, cash and Gov- 
ernment securities. rn 

Commenting further on its survey, the maga- 
zine goes on to say: “Never before was the 
financial position of United States business so 
strong. It has on hand $2,800,000,000 more in 
cash and Government securities than it had 
only one year ago. The cash and bonds held by 
manufacturing corporations exceed all their cur- 
rent liabilities, the ones due within a year. 

“All corporations, as a group, hold $2.19 
of current assets—including cash, Govern- 
ment securities, inventories and accounts re- 
ceivable—for every $1 of current liabilities. That 
is perhaps the highest ratio of all time. Many 
of the larger corporations have cash alone that 
exceeds their current liabilities. . . . Debt costs 
take only 85 cents out of every corporate 
dollar of profits. Before the war, debt costs 
took 31 cents of the profit dollar.” 

The Wall Street Journal survey dealt with 
752 companies which have just finished totting 
up their 1949 profits, now that we are well 
along into the new year. The figures speak for 
themselves and are indicative of the healthy 
condition of industry and business as a whole. 

The profits of these 752 companies were 


only 7.8 percent lower in 1949 than they were 
in 1948, when, as we all know, aggregate profits 
were the highest in all corporate history. Many 
of the individual giants in the corporate field 
pushed their earnings even beyond the 1948 
records, thus achieving new peaks. Among them 
were General Motors, General Electric, Du Pont 
and several of the steel companies, déspite the 
strike that tied up operations in some of them 
during the year. 

To fully appreciate what this profit figure 
for 1949 means it is necessary to go back to the 
record of earnings for the past four years. The 
beginning of the business upswing we are now 
enjoying was in 1946, which was the first full 
year after the war. Instead of the depression 
which most of the economists predicted, 1946 
was a highly prosperous year. But 1947 showed 
a whopping gain in profits of 48 percent over 
1946. And 1948, which was the peak year of the 
boom, showed a gain of 24 percent over 1947. 

Hence the falling off in corporate profits in 
1949 of only 7.8 percent from the previous years 
is peanuts when measured by the combined rec- 
ord of advance during the postwar period. 


Some people call the slight setback the 
corporations suffered in profits last year, 
as contrasted with 1948, a “reeession.” The 
term may technically apply, since business 
profits did recede a little bit during the 
year. But if it is intended to carry any con- 
notation of a slump or depression, then it 
was about the healthiest recession any coun- 
try ever experienced. 


Perhaps the most interesting thing about 
the business situation is that both Government 
and private sources are now agreed that there 
is nothing on the horizon to change the outlook 
for the next two years, which is about as far 
as anyone is willing to go in appraising future 
economic conditions. 

There are still a few pessimists among us, 
of course. One is old Sewell L. Avery, chair- 
man of the board of a large mail-order house, 
who had to be carried out feet first during the 
war for refusing to obey certain Gowernment 
orders related to his company. He is predicting 
a major slump. But then there have always been 
people willing to predict an end of the world 
most any year. To put it mildly, the weight of 
the argument is on the other side. ,

Nazareth 
In Galilee 


NAZARETH—When Philip told Nathanael 
of Jesus, Nathanael said, “Can anything good 
come out of Nazareth?” 

It was Jesus who gave meaning to this town which clings to 
the slopes of a Galilean hill about 400 feet above the Plain of 
Jezreel. Jews fled to it after the destruction of the Temple by the 
Assyrians. They remained there until the seventh century. Its 
present-day inhabitants are believed descended from the Crusad- 
ers. Most of them are Arabs and most of them are Christians. But, 
the town is Arab, dirty and sloven. There are many churches, 
cold and dank. Almost all claim, with no hope of verification, to 
be built on some holy spot. 

There is one with some claim to authenticity which has at least 
slight merit. The Greeks have a church built over an old syna- 
gogue. It is in the edge of the oldest part of the town. There are 
ancient foundations there. It is believed this was the synagogue 
where Jesus preached. I looked it up: 


“And He came to Nazareth, where He had been brought up, 
and, as was His custom, He went into the synagogue on the Sab- 
bath day, and stood up for to read. ... And they all in the syna- 
gogue when they heard these things, were filled with wrath, and 
rose up, and thrust Him out of the city, and led Him unto the 
brow of the hill whereon their town was built, that they might 
cast Him down headlong. But He passed through the midst of 


them and went His way... .’ 
Water “Mary’s Well” is there. It, too, probably is authentic. 

The town still uses it. It is walled off with concrete and 
has iron pipes from which the water flows. Women still come to 
it for water. Now and then one will see the graceful earthen 
pitchers such as were used in Biblical days. But, for the most 
part, the vessel now favored is an old “jerry can” such as the 
armies used to transport gasoline and water. To see a dirty village 
Arab slouch in with a dented, rusting jerry can does something 
to illusions. 

They lead a harrassed life, too,,do the poor things who come 
there for water. Tourists are forever trying to photograph them 
and they, weary of it, are continually trying to thwart the tourists 
and the cameras. 


The Christian Arab guides will not, I think, enter into the 
gates of Heaven. They have all the vices of the Levant and few 
of the Christian virtues. When the Israeli army won, the Christian 
cafe owners hurriedly changed the names of their cafes from 
those with Arabic names to “Cafe David,” “Cafe Israel,” and so on. 

In one of the shops where I went to purchase a Bible bound 
with olive wood, I knew enough to look before I bought. I had a 
hard search before i found a Bible to buy. Most of them were 
Gideon Bibles stolen from hotels and bound in Arab shoos. 
Arabs The old bazaar section is typically Arab, which is to 

say it is picturesque because it is dirty, the streets nar- 
row, the Arabs dirty in their robes, and the sewage runs in the 
middle of the restricted passageways. I think i is principally the 
dirt which makes for “picturesqueness.” In other old Arab towns 
from which the Arabs fled at the outbreak of war and which now 
are occupied by Jewish immigrants, with sanitation and health 
measures enforced, the picturesqueness is all gone. I think it must 
be the dirt and the squalor. 


The food in the cafes was good. (One does not look in the 
kitchen.) There were plates of young fresh onions, radishes and 
lettuce. The latter I left alone. Dysentery is easy to come by and 
is a stubborn visitor. But, the bean curd was wonderful. It is 
scooped up with pieces of Arab bread We had shishlack, and 
because it was good, had kebab as well, with potatoes and cooked 
onions. The smells of the cafe were tremendous and wonderful, 
being a mixture of the town, of mutton, garlic, onions, peppers, 
spices, cheese and of broiling lamb. I loved it. 


The street scenes in the new town are fabulous. There are 
donkeys. There are camels. There are rich cars and old ones. 
There are bars, wine shops, tourist traps and cafes. There are 
Israeli soldiers. Arabs are there, dirty ones and rich ones, in dirty, 
cotton robes and im’ rich, “Effendi” dress. There are Arabs in 
Western dress. There are the Arab guides with their canes, 
Levantine and Shrewd. 


But, one of them, at the door of the old synagogue where Christ 
may once have preached, said something which reflects the town 
and the Arabs who stayed and, for that matter, the attitude of 
many weary, hungry, poor people of regions which have known 
war for centuries. “We don’t care who rules us or who wins,” he 
said, “Arab or Israeli. All we care about is peace.” The Arab is 
a muchly abused person—largely by his own leaders. 


Town It was my second yisit to Nazareth. I have never liked 

it. It is easy to understand why Nathanael was a skeptic. 
As far as I am concerned nothing good has come out of it, save the 
cafe food, since Christ left it. 

I would like to have seen it in the days when the Tribe of 
Joseph started on the long walk to Bethlehem. It could not have 
been more than a small, poor, obscure village in the hills. Certainly 
it was never-important until the birth of Christ. I imagine it was 
a dirty, slovenly collection of mud and stone houses about the 
spring, with the poorer persons living out from it with their small 
herds of goats and sheep. The old records show there once were 
great forests of oaks on the hills. There are stunted oaks there 
now. They were reduced by the hooves of goats and sheep and the 
erosion that followed them. Now, after 20 years of reforestation, 
they are beginning to grow larger. 

We left the town. Along the way were houses destroyed by 
demolition or shell fire. Below us, in the Jezreel Valley, the shad- 
ows were gathering. Ghosts seemed to people it and the red banks 
of anemonies looked like blood in the grass, there where Arma- 
geddon waits.

Why Congress Ignores Truman 


WASHINGTON—One reason for the defeat by the present Con- 
gress so far of every measure clearly marked with the White House 
imprimatur is an all but completee severance of relations between 
the President and Congress on the polcymaKing level. 

Mr. Truman, when he is in town, receives the four top Demo- 
cratic congressional leaders—Vice President Barkley, Speaker Ray- 
burn, Sen. Lucas and Rep. McCormack—once a week. But aside 
from those meetings there are fewer congressional contacts with 
the White House than in any administration within memory. 

When just ordinary Congressmen do see Mr. Truman, almost 
invariably it is to press some local cause, frequently accompanied 
by delegations of constituents. 

Even the top congressional leaders are consulted less and less 
in advance of formulation of Administration policy. 

The President increasingly spurns suggestions of compromise 
from these leaders, designed to get his measures passed. 


Housing It has come to be an axiom that the surest way to 
get a bill defeated is for Mr. Truman to send a last- 
minute message demanding its passage. Following such a telegram 
from Florida last week, calling for adoption of the co-operative 
housing program, the House cast that provision out, 218 to 155, 
with no fewer than 81 Democrats voting against it. Besides the 
usual Dixiecrats, the opposition included Democrats from Colorado, 
Maryland, Kentucky, New Mexico, Missouri, California, Indiana, 
Arizona, Connecticut and Oklahoma. 

Mr. Truman’s distaste for congressional advice during his first 
term‘was offset by close association of members of his Cabinet with 
the legislators. His first three Secretaries of State, Stettinius, 
Byrnes and Marshall, all showed a marked respect for congres- 
sional opinion. The predeliction of Byrnes and Marshall for run- 
ning to Capitol Hill when a ticklish situation arose—sometimes 
before they ran to the White House—caused Mr. Truman great 
annoyance. Clinton Anderson, during his tenure as Secretary of 
Agriculture, and Fred M. Vinson, as Secretary of the Treasury, 
were others who lost no opportunity to butter up the legislators. 


‘R ace’ In marked contrast, the principal policymaking members 

of the present Cabinet—notably, Secretary of State 
Acheson, Secretary of Defense Johnson, Secretary of Agri¢eulture 
Brannan and Secretary of Labor Tobin—seem engaged in a race 
to see which one can get in worst with the legislative branch. 

The remarkable circumstances respecting this deterioration of 
Mr. Truman’s relations with Congress is that it is exactly the 
opposite of what had been expected of him. 

Judged by observation of him in the Senate, his former col- 
leagues assumed he would be a co-operative sort of President. And, 
because they disliked President Roosevelt, most members of Con- 
gress were ready and anxious to help his successor. 

Instead of grasping this olive branch, Mr. Truman from _ the 
beginning seemed afraid that someone would brand him as a 
congressional stooge. 

In his first message he placed at the head of his list of legis- 
lative recommendations all of the things Congress had opposed 
under Roosevelt. And he has seemed deliberately to rub Congress 
the wrong way ever since. 

In his first brush with Congress at the polls, in 1946, Mr. Tru- 
man was soundly beaten. But in 1948, he staged a remarkable 
comeback, with Congress his chief whipping boy. It remains to be 


seen how he will pitch his campaign this year, with a heavily. 


Democratic Congress his nemesis.

The prophets of the good life, the ones 
who preach the beautiful doctrines of de- 
mocracy and Christianity, come in for considerable cavil 


from the doubting Thomases of the era. 

There are cynics at large who view with a miasmic eye all the 
talk about brotherhood and life by the Golden Rule, and dismiss 
it is pure daydreaming impossible to achieve. 

A young veteran named Henry Misrock has written a tart new 
book called “God Had Seven Days,” in which he shows the haz- 
ards a man would meet today with a miracle of faith on his hands. 

In the mood, if not the manner, of Sinclair Lewis in “It Can’t 
Happen Here,” Misrock has created a plot based on a visitation and 
a covenant made by one of four hopelessly disabled boys who 
asked for the restoration of their health in return for a promise 
of work for the brotherhood of man. 

The veterans walked out of the hospital, healed, and the furor 
began. The miracle made the front pages, of course. It set off a 
chain of events that ricocheted over the nation, stopping crime, 
flooding churches, ceasing spending, tottering the stock market 
and alarming Congress. 

The word spread throughout the world, and demonstrations 
began to take place in London, Rome, Tokyo. A traveler ar- 
riving in Sweden said that Marshal Stalin had summoned the 
Archbishop of Moscow to the Kremlin for a conference. Pravda 
declared it was simply a capitalistic plot by the Wall Street 
imperialists. ... 

Within three days a House Miracle Committee had been formed 
and “Rep. Henken, of Mississippi,” arose to declare: “This com- 
mittee will not be intimidated in its search for facts by outbursts 
of well-organized minorities who would like to alter our Ameri- 
can way of life... . Our sole function is to provide Congress 
with sufficient facts to prevent a recurrence of the disastrous events 
of this last week... .” 


Before the hearing was finished, Congressman Henken had 
decided that the veteran who received the miracle was on 
the pay roll of a foreign power cr else hopelessly insane. 


A bulletin from a radio several hours later said that the De- 
partment of Commerce had just announced a return to normalcy. 
Retail buying was heavy, the demands for economic beverages, 
used cars, cosmetics, women’s apparel, television sets and night- 
club reservations indicated that all was well once more. 

“God Had Seven Days” will be a discussed book, and the movies 
may make a film of it... if they dare. 

Misrock, as inspirational as he is ironic, has stated his own 
credo in the end where his chief miracle recipient addressed his 
fellow casualties in the veterans’ hospital: 

“They promised us a Christian world, a world in which men 
could live in peace and love with their families. They promised 
us a world without hate and violence and fear. We'll make them 
keep their promises to the living and the dead. We'll compromise 
for nothing less... . You can rest assured that neither violence nor 
self-interest nor all the hate of small and petty men can stop us 
from getting what they promised us in exchange for arms and legs 
and eyes. ... We'll either have a Christian world or-no world 
at all.”

The first is that women should 
not be exposed to the sordid tes- 
timony of court rooms. Actually, 
they are exposed now. Newspa- 
pers carry detailed accounts of 
trials; female witnesses, princi- 
pals, and counse] take part, while 
spectator crowds frequently con- 
sist mostly of women. A few 
women in the jury-box would 
undoubtedly hasten a much- 
needed cleaning up of court- 
rooms. 

Second: Jury service for wom- 
en, some believe, would weaken 
the home. They ignore the good 
that would come to countless 
homes if court verdicts, every 
one of which affects some one’s 
home, were rendered by truly 
representative juries. They for- 
get that thousands of women in 
the State have no young chil- 
dren, and that those who have 
them now will not always have 
them. They fail to note that eli- 
gible persons can live their en- 
tire lives without once being 
called to serve on juries. It is 
inconceivable that a mass up- 
rooting of women from their 
wifely duties would follow the 
passage of a law in Georgia per- 
mitting women to serve as 
jurors.

States Department of Commerce 
reported that in that yeear there 
were 704 establishments in 
Georgia engaged in the process- 
ing of food and kindred prod- 
ucts.

WHEN AND HOW

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Farmers’ Market Doubles 


Capacity. Needs More Space 


Atlanta’s big State Farmers’ Market—the largest of its 
type in the world—has doubled its capacity since it was -« 
opened in 1941, and it needs to triple its original size te 
accommodate the constantly expanding trade. 


W. L. Cathey, State Director 
Markets, says that even 
caough the market is operating 
24 hours a day now it needs to 
be enlarged and land has been 
acquired for the eventual en- 
largement. 

Providing the farmers with a 
market for $6,186,183.93 the first 
year it opened in 1941, the At- 
lanta market sold a total of $32,- 
455,250.51 worth of farm: prod- 
ucts last year, Cathey ‘says. 

A total of 88,029 trucks came 
to the market last year, setting 
an all-time high. There -ere 24,- 
734 carloads of fruits and vege- 
tables unloaded at the-~ market 
during the year, of which 18,- 
791 came by truck and 5,906 by 
rail, U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture figures showed. The 
State received fees . totalling 
$118,650. 

Cathey estimates that 50 per- 
cent of the farm products sold 
or the Atlanta marke? are 
moved immediately into other 
States, particularly to the East- 
ern markets. Thirty percent is 
spread over “*eorgia, and about 
‘20 percent stays in the Atlanta 
area, he beilieves. 


The market has grown rapidly 
in the past eight years. The 
original plant included three 
sheds, six brick buildings, and an 
administration building on 16 
acres of land. Constrr-ctior costs 
were $220,646.42. Since then, thc 
State Department of Agriculture 
has built an ice storage house, a 
weights and measures aouse, a 
hamper, two steel sheds, a can- 
nery, a warehouse, a merchants 
building, an auction building, an 
addition to one of -he. origina’ 
buildings, and has done much

paving and laying of water and 
sewerage systems. These im- 
provements cost approximately 
$330,000. 


The success and the operation 
of the Atlanta market has drawn 
Commissioners of Agriculture, 
farm and civic groups here from 
several States and Canada to 
study its plans and prepare to 
copy them.

Pork shoulder steaks, like 
pork tenderloin patties, should 
be braised instead of broiled. 
The disadvantage of broiling 
small pork cuts is that the sur- 
face of the meat dries out before 
the inside is thoroughly cooked. 
Pork steaks take to the same 
kind of seasonings as chops and 
patties. In buying pork shoul- 
der steaks, plan one one for each 
serving, unless, of course, the 
steaks are large.

Take the family to Italy to 
night! 

An easy way to travel is via 
the dinner table with an Italian 
meal. 

One of the most excellent 
Italian main dishes is Polenta. 
It’s good served with a green 
vegetable, citrus salad and bread 
sticks. 

Actually polenta is a corn 
meal mush topped with a rich 
tomato sauce and grated cheese. 
There are a great many varia- 
tions. for almost every Italian 
family makes polenta—and each 
family adds its own favorite 
touch. 

POLENTA 

To make polenta, start the to- 
mato sauce first, for it must 
simmer on the back of the range 
for about an hour to develop a 
rich flavor. 

Heat about 3 tablespoons olive 
oil or salad oil in a saucepan 
and add 1 chopped medium- 
sized onion and 1 tiny clove of 
garlic, minced fine. The garlic 
is so. of a trade-mark of Italian 
cooking, but be sure not to add 
too much —just enough for 
subtle flavoring. Add salt and 
pepper, too, and about % tea- 
spoon celery salt. 

As soon as the onions are a 
delicate brown, add % cup of 
mushrooms and 1% cups of 
cooked tomatoes. That’s all the 
ingredients needed for the sauce, 
and they should simmer | to- 
gether for about 45 minutes to 
an hour with just an occasional 
stir. 

While the sauce is cooking, 
prepare a corn meal mush with 
about 1 cup of corn meal. Use 
the directions on the package of 
corn meal. You may use either 


the white or the yellow corn — 


meal—whichever you prefer. In 
Italy, the white meal is most 
popular, but most Italian Ameri- 
cans use yellow corn meal for 
this dish. 

When you are ready to serve, 
spread the corn meal mush on a 
deep platter and cover it with 
the tomato sauce. Sprinkle 
about % cup of grated sharp 
cheese, preferably Parmesan, 
over the top, and there’s your 
polenta—all ready to serve.

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Food Processing Grows Profitable 


about the demands of the North- 
ern market and how to process 
and pack these farm, orchard 
and pasture products to suit the 
demands of that market. 


“In addition, the Southeast it- 
self, with its growing industrial 
community, is rapidly expanding 
as a market for food products, 
processed or otherwise. Industry 
and commerce in Georgia are 
joining actively with agriculture 
in grading, packing, labeling and 
marketing a great variety of 
produce, with cheddar cheese 
being the latest to join the ranks. 


“Four such cheese plants are 
beginning operations this Spring 
in our State—at Cornelia, Cedar- 
town, Winder and Millen—and 
their high-grade product will be 
sold at prices to meet the ge te 
tition from other sections. This 
is a proud achievement and the 
agricultural factors at the Uni- 
versity of Georgia are due much 
credit for the part they played 
in the initiation of cheese pro- 
duction. Verily, food and kindred 
products are coming to be “big 
business” in Georgia. 


“The growth of this business 
in our State during the last 


decade has been no less than 


phenomenal. The Census of 
Manufacturers for 1939 
1947 clearly indicate this growth. 
The U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture is now preparing a new 
set of statistics, to be released 
some time during 1950. But we 
know that today food manufac- 
ture in Georgia ranks next to 
textiles, the leader in Georgia 
factory production. 


“To examine the size of the 
food business in Georgia, it is 
only necessary to note that the 
estimated retail sales of the food 
stores of the State for 1948 was 
$331,630,000, as compared with 
$140,000,000 in 1939. This, ac- 
cording to the Manufacturers 
Record. of Baltimore, was in ad- 
dition to sales by general stores 
handling foods, such sales 
amounting to $34,850,000 in 1948 
and $25,906,000 in 1939. 

“This publication also esti- 
mated that the entire value of 
food production in Georgia for 
1947 would not run less than 
$480,000,000, a 25 percent in- 
crease over the $385,000,000 fig- 
ure reported for 1946. By this 
token, the 1950 value of Geor- 
gia’s food production for both

farmer and processor, is well 
over $500,000,000. 


“Georgia now is fast moving 
into a leading position as a live- 
stock producing State. Aware 
that successful large-scale live- 
stock production calls for the 
raising of enough feed to meet 
the needs thus created, Geor- 
gians are now providing, Winter 
and Summer pastures as never 
before in our history. Agricul- 
tural experts today foresee live- 
stock and foodstuffs as Georgia’s 
major cash crops of the future— 
crops far ahead of cotton in their 
money value.” 

The Census of Manufacturers 
for Georgia in 1947 breaks down 
the State’s food-processing in- 
dustry into the following main 
divisions: 

Meat products, with 81 estab- 
lishments; 5,283 employees, total 
pay roll of $11,332,000, and a to- 
tal value of $17,860,000. 
Canning, preserving and freez- 
ing, 46 establishments, with 3.,- 
255 employees, a total pay roll of 
$3,467,000, and a total value of 
$8,081,000 for the products. 

Grain mill products, 64 estab- 
lishments, with 1,393 employees, 
a pay roll of $2,796,000 and a to- 
tal value of $7,742,000 for the 
products. 

Bakery products, 59 establish- 
ments, with 4,458 employees, a 
pay roll of $10,814,000 and a to- 
tal value of $25,974,000. 

Confectionary prodticts, 45 es- 
tablishments, with 2,796 em- 
ployees, a pay roll of $1,157,000 
and a total value of $10,601,000. 

Beverages, 184 establishments, 
with 2,922 employees, a pay roll 
of $6,138,000 and a total value 
of $16,750,000. 

Miscellaneous food prepara- 
tions, such as flavorings, manu- 
factured since, other food prep- 
arations, etc., 192  establish- 
ments, with 5,039 employees, a 
pay roll of $10,193,000 and a total 
value of $34,281,000. 

Of the State’s total. 
were, in 1947, 158 establish- 
ments for the processing of food 
and kindred products in the At- 
lanta area. These plants em- 
ployed 9,170 people, with a pay 
roli of $21,637,000. The prod- 
ucts of these plants in that year 
had a total value of $60,941,000.

Georgia’s vast ‘livestock indus- 
try, more than 80 auction sales 
each week bring to Georgia 
farmers more than a half-million 
dollars weekly, which goes di- 
rectly back to the farm. 


There’s the fast-growing dairy 
business, whereby hundreds of 
farmers who formerly grew 
mostly cotton for a “money” 
crop, have now planted those 
fields in grasses on which cows 
thrive, producing both milk and 
butter and beef cows. These they 
sell in the cities. 


There’s the chicken and egg 
business, whereby the  house- 
wife sells many thousands of 
chickens and eggs annually, in 
addition to the poultry farms. 


Then there’s the everexpand- 
ing commercial broiler industry 
in North and Northeast Georgia, 
which. in 1948 totaled $30,000,- 
000, this State. being exceeded 
only by Delaware and Maryland 
in broiler production. 


Gainesville has long been the 
Northeast Georgia gateway mar- 
ket for chickens and eggs, and 
in recent years that area has ex- 
panded tthe industry to cover 
many adjoining counties. 

Another Georgia ‘‘crop” about 
which little is written, is that of 
honey. In 1949 the number of 
“colonies” of bees in the State 
was estimated at 216,000, pro- 
duction being 4,640,000 pounds, 
valued at approximately $1,400,- 
000. Much beeswax is also sold 
by these “farmers.” 

Most of the commercial honey 
is produced in South Georgia, 
where the variety, profusion and 
growing season of flowers are 
greater and longer than in other 
sections of the State. Many of 
these “honey” farmers are on 
the fringes of the Okefenokee 
Swamp, where there is a profu- 
sion of flowers.
